The Republican City Conven­ 
tion Called.

SITUATION. 


The Prohibitionists to Meet and 
Make T heir Nom inations To- 
Day—A S traig h t Ticket. 


The political pot h as commenced to 
boil with great vigor, and now on to the 
election on the 21st there will be h o ces­ 
sation of hoetilitiea between the variooe 
factions of the Republican party, each of 
which is pressing forward some set of 
candidates. The Republican City Cen­ 
tral Committee m et last night at the 
Uuion League rooms, Capt. E . P. John­ 
son in the chair and a full representation 
present. The meeting was loner and the 
conference as secret as possible, with two 
locked doors between it and the rest of 
the party, which was anxious to have a 
hand in the affair. Various dates for 
th e primaries and convention were pro­ 
posed, and it was finally decided to 
call the ward prim aries for Satur­ 
day, 
the 
16th 
instant, 
and 
the 
convention for Monday, the 18th. It was 
thought that this would make the time 
so short th at 
the Citizens’ Reform 
Executive Committee would not be able 
to endorse the candidates placed in 
nomination. Some fear was expressed 
th at this m ight be done and all aere in 
favor of cutting loose from the “ long 
hairs.” I t was announced that 135 dele­ 
gates would be in the Convention, and 
the appointm ent to the different wards 
was made, but it was decided for some 
reason not to make this public. The 
places holding the W ard primaries were 
not announced, as some of the committee 
had not selected quarters. 
An adjourn­ 
m ent was therefore taken until Friday 
night when these m inor details will be 
arranged. 
A reporter of the H e r a l d has been in 
search for the last week of a once impor­ 
tant and vigorous institution known as 
the Citizens’ Reform Association. Before 
the last election it was believed to have 
a m em bership of several thousand peo­ 
ple and to possess a monopoly of a large 
part of the virtue which is extant in this 
city. 
W hen th e smoke of the municipal 
contest cleared away there was 
still 
enough of it to be found to cause it to be 
savagely scored by the leaders of the 
party which it had sought to befriend. 
Now, that a new struggle is about to be 
commenced, much curiosity has been 
felt among the political leaders as to 
w hether this organization is still alive, 
and if so, which party is going to be 
hoodooed with its baleful assistance. 
The question will probably be solved iu a 
fow 
days. 
The committee, 
which 
this 
extraordinary 
asso­ 
ciation does all the 
nominating and 
the political business for the entire con­ 
stituency, will meet in a few days, prob­ 
ably to-morrow, and will decide upon a 
course of action. If the association closes 
up its books and goes out of business, 
this will be a frank and very gratifying 
confession on the part of the good citi­ 
zens who are supposed to be in it that a 
Democratic Mayor and Council elected 
against their strict instructions, are ad 
ministering the affairs ot the city in very 
satisfactory style. If, on the contrary, 
the committee propose to galvanize the 
association into a new existence, it must 
do something and take a baud in ihe 
coming election. The Republican lead­ 
ers say they don’t care to be "indorsed” 
any more. Tiiey had all they wanted of 
that last time. 
The Democratic candi­ 
dates are probably out of the circuit. 
The 
Prohibition leaders have bteD 
in the business long enough to know a 
full grown “ hoodoo” when they see it 
loose; and the result will probably bv 
that the Association will have a lone­ 
some time in the next campaign. A 
great many people of all parties are 
watching for their action with a good 
deal of curiosity, and the popular belief 
is that the Association will pusillaui- 
mously take to the wood» and leave pol­ 
itical reform to shift for herself. 
The prohibition convention will meet 
this morning at 10 o’clock at Good Tem­ 
plar’s H all on North Main street, and it 
is stated the result will be a straight 
ticket. 
Tne prohibitionists say that 
they don’t intend to be left without a 
ticket in the field th at they can honestly 
support, and they inteud to put up men 
that can win.

TOURIST TRAVEL. 


Developments Regarding the 
Pullman Deal. 


THEIR 
ATCHISON 
CONTRACT. 


W h « t

T h eeeiiuroofthe second-class tourist 
business over the Santa Fe, by the Pull- 
m a i Company, which 
was first an­ 
nounced in these columns, is still the 
talk of the hour in railroad circles, and 
a number of other developments were 
brought to light yesterday. 
Heretofore 
th e Atchison paid the Pullm an Com­ 
pany three cents per mile and defrayed 
the cost of repairs. 
Under the new ar­ 
rangement it Bells its half interest in the 
rolling stock to th e Pullm an Company 
for $660,000 and the rate is established 
at two cents per mile, the Pullm an Com­ 
pany paying for repairs. The contract has 
been made for twenty-five years, com­ 
mencing on the 1st of February, 1889, 
but no order has yet been issued as to 
the date on which the new syBtem will 
go into effect, although it may be ex­ 
pected at any moment. There are many 
who think that the capturing of the 
California excursion business by Pull­ 
m an will not be of benefit to Southern 
California. 
It is given out that Messrs. 
Phillips brought 5,800 people into this 
district over the Santa Fe last year, and 
Messrs. W arner Bros, nearly as many 
more, this being the result of_ the can­ 
vassing done by those agencies in the 
Eastern cities. 
They had traveling men 
all through the Atlantic States working 
to 
get 
passengers 
for 
Southern 
California, and 
whenever 
one was 
obtained he 
was sent here over the 
Santa Fe. Now, the question is, will the 
Pullm an 
Company 
adopt 
the same 
policy? If they make the same ar­ 
rangem ents with the other transconti­ 
nental roads that they have with the 
Santa Fe, the Atchison will certainly 
suffer by the new deal, for Pullm an will 
then send his business in equal propor­ 
tions over all the roads, according as the 
tourists may desire. Then, again, many 
think that the Pullm an people will not 
take the same interest in drumm ing up 
business, but will simply let business 
run in its ordinary channel. It certainly 
does seem as if this will be about the 
way things will go, for as the commission 
business will be abolished, the incentives 
which urged on Messrs. Phillips, Warner 
and the other agencies will also disap­ 
pear. 
For 
the 
railroads 
it 
is of 
course a good thing, tor they will not 
have to pay out several thousand dollars 
a year for fees, and what the Santa Fe 
m ay lose in the way of business the 
other lines will gain. It has not yet 
been settled by Messrs. Phillips and 
W arner if they will go out of the busi­ 
ness, for they may still make arrange­ 
m ents with one of the other roads, but 
there is no denying that their best op­ 
portunities have departed. The way it 
is generally understood in which Pullm an 
will run the second-class business is 
th is : The second-class or emigrant care 
will be fitted up with m attresses, blan­ 
kets, etc., and one at least io c a rg o of a 
porter attached to each overland train. 
For those desiring to avail themselves of 
th e additional accommodations a fee of 
60 cents will be charged, which will in­ 
clude everything. This give rise to 
another im portant question. 
As the 
first-class business is operated by Pull­ 
m an it will be to his interest to send 
everything possible in that channel, for 
bis fees in that way are four times thoBe 
charged 
for second-class passengers. 
The excursion agents have acted on ex­ 
actly a different policy. They have tried 
to attract the first-class to the second- 
class business, and with this end in view 
have fitted up their leased care with ac­ 
commodations nearly equal to those en­ 
joyed by first-class tourists. 
Here again 
the change will redound to the interests 
of the railroads, for hitherto about 80 
per cent of the California travel has been 
second-class, whereas if the accommoda­ 
tions pull off the per centage, first- 
class will pull u p ; and as a ticket to the 
Missouri River is relatively $60 and $35, 
th e profits will be considerably higher. 
The excursion men are very much in­ 
censed that Pullm an, who has made 
about $25,000,000 out of the first-class 
business, should gobble up the second- 
class traffic so as to make a few thou­ 
sands more, but this is an argument 
which in the financial world is not con­ 
sidered logical.

To­ 
day a special will leave over the Santa 
Fe, and as this line is going to make a 
big fight with th e Southern Pacific for 
the handling of the orange crop this 
year, some lively competition may be 
expected. It will not be regarding rates, 
however, owing to the ironclad agree­ 
ment entered into by all the transconti­ 
nental roads, but will be a question of 
speed. 
Although the Southern Pacific 
train will have one day’s start, the Santa 
Fe people say that their train will get 
East two days ah e ad ; and, on the other 
side, the Southern Pacific people say it 
is more likely to be two days behind.

KOLB’S GRIME. 


B e la C om m itted to Prleosa W ith o u t 
B a ll. 
The trouble in w hich Joseph Kolb 
finds him self on account of his alleged 
cruelty to his children promises to be 
very serious for him . 
When he was 
taken into court yesterday morning he 
pleaded guilty to the charge of crneltv to 
his children. Justice Austin, desiring to 
know something of the nature of his 
cruelty before sentencing him , set the 
case for 4 o’clock, when some witnesses 
were expected to be present. 
At the ap­ 
pointed hour several of the neighbors 
were present. 
Mrs. Sample, who lives 
in the adjoining half of the house, told 
how sick the little boy was on Tuesday 
last, 
and 
how 
she 
and 
other 
neighbors 
had 
advised 
that it be 
put to bed and given good care. 
On 
Thursday 
the child was put to bed, 
and from that time on to its death the 
father beat it frequently. On Friday 
night she heard the father curse the 
child and beat it. At one time she 
heard the little boy fall, as if he had 
tumbled out of bed. Then she heard 
the father curse the boy, and im mediate­ 
ly after she heard a thud and the man 
say, “ Lie down, then, you b rat!” A 
few moments later she heard the boy 
being struck, and his threat was so 
choked that he could not cry alond, and 
only made a wheezing sound. About 
noon on Saturday she heard the father 
again swear at the boy and strike him . 
Later on she was called into the house, 
and she witnessed the dving agonies 
of the child until she could stand it no 
longer. 
She then went out into the 
vara, and in a few minutes she was told 
the boy was dead. 
Other neighbors also testified to the 
whipping of the boy by the father, and 
Justice Austin, at the conclusion, said 
that the testimony tended to show that a 
crime of a much more serious nature 
than cruelty to children had been com­ 
mitted, ana he advised the District At­ 
torney to look into the m atter and draw 
another complaint. 
The District Attorney said 
that a 
charge of m urder would probably be pre­ 
ferred, and Justice Austin committed 
the defendant without bail, and set the 
case for 4 o’clock this afternoon.

A m n«i M eeting to be H eld on th e 
T w enty-feccond. 
The American Federation of Labor has 
issued a circular advocating the calling 
of mass meetings for the purpose of ulti­ 
mately making a success of the eight- 
hour movement. 
The circular states 
that the movement to lim it the hours of 
labor to eight per day has for its purpose 
the improvement in the m aterial and 
social condition of the laboring men. 
It 
says that so long as there are two work­ 
men looking for one employer wages and 
the condition of laboring men will bend 
downward, and it requires very little 
thought to perceive th at when the hours 
of labor are reduced in any trade or call­ 
ing, wages increase and employment 
becomes less fluctuating. 
The Con­ 
vention of the American Federation of 
Labor 
has 
most 
appropriately 
set 
apart four days upon which the working 
people of the entire country are called 
upon to hold eight hour mass meetings 
in every citv and town. These days are 
February 22d, July 4th, September 2d, 
1889, and February 22, 1890. It is ex­ 
pected that at the appointed tim e, May 
1st, the eight hour rule will go into effect 
everywhere. 
A mass meeting will be called in Los 
Angeles for the 22d instaat, but the place 
has not yet been selected. I t will be 
announced as soon as decided upon.

Mr. J. De Barth Shorb, San Gabriel, Cal.: 
D e a r S ib — I have your favor of the 
21st, and note that you desire me to 
state what I know of the existence of the 
mysterious vine trouble in Fresno. 
I 
will say, in plain terms, I spent but one 
day among the vineyards at Fresno, but 
made as much of the time as I could. 
I 
drove to a num ber of vineyards and 
brought away specimens that sho wed the 
disease, as we have it very plainly. 
I 
not only found the leaf signs, but I also 
found canes th at had dropped, the leaves 
and the cane still holding green, as in 
the early part of the season. This latter 
condition is very common in vineyards 
where the disease is well advanced. 
I 
am not alone in my opinion thfct the dis­ 
ease 
is 
in 
Fresno, 
for 
a 
party 
from Orange quite early in the sea 
son, paesing th at country, made the 
statem ent th at it existed at Fresno. 
Also Mr. Wm. Van Doren, a vineyardist 
in this valley, who was for a number of 
Sears our foreman, while foreman for 
Ir. Chas. Leslie at Fresno, last fall sent 
affected leaves home to his family, and 
these leaves were examined by a number 
in our valley, and by all the leaves were 
considered affected by the same disease 
as our own vines. 
I have it from others 
also. 
I m et several parties while I was 
in San Francisco and8an Jose, and when 
I described the disease they were able to 
recognize the disease as existing in their 
m idst, and that the result was more 
discernible last 
year than the year 
previous. Now, while our vineyards are 
very seriously affected, and without a 
remedy will soon be worthless, I am 
not going to say that the disease will 
surely cauee the same destruction at 
FreBno as here. 
The climate may be in 
their favor there. This is only con­ 
jecture. 
I 
hope 
they m ay not be 
troubled more than they now are. 
I am 
very sorry to see that the people there 
feel eo tender on this subject. 
I only 
wish that some one had shown me what 
this disease was about two years ago. 
Hoping that you and our friend Professor 
Dowling may find the remedy for all your 
trouble.

CONGRESSMAN BRECKINRIDGE, of Ar­ 
kansas, will do a very foolish thing 
should he be force d by a false sentiment 
to resign his seat in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives in order to free his skirts of 
the blood of Clayton, whose foul murder 
is s deep and damnable stain on the 
hands of those who committed so out­ 
rageous a crime. But does anyone who 
knows anything of Mr. Breckenridge 
suppose that his withers are at all wrnng 
by any participation, near or remote 
direct or indirect, in the diabolical deed? 
To be sure, had Clayton lived and con­ 
tested the seat held by Breckenridge, the 
contestant would have been seated 
sod the Democratic member would 
have lost his seat—in all probability. 
There will be in the Fifty-first Congress 
a small Republican majority. It will 
not be a safe working majority, and 
there will be a strong desire to increase 
its efficiency. We say this because of 
the history of the Republican party in 
the years just following the war. All 
there was necessary to throw out a Dem­ 
ocrat, neck and crop, was for his com­ 
petitor to set up a claim of fraud, intimi­ 
dation, or what not. It was a mere for­ 
mality. The same game is likely to be 
played in the next session of Congress; but 
despite the fact that Mr. Breckinridge’s 
late was all but scaled beforehand, no 
one whose opinion is worth considering 
will suspect for half a minute that he, by 
a hint- or wink, is an accessory to the 
morder of his political rival. 


Readers of the H e r a ld are familiar 
with the contest for a seat in the next 
Congress between Gen. Tom Clunie and 
Timothy Guy Phelps in the Fifth District 
of California. When the count was 
finished Clnnie was ahead by a rather 
■lender plurality. His political op­ 
ponents set to work to count him out of 
his seat. A recount was made, and the 
gallant General’s plurality was reduced 
by about one half, but he was still in the 
lead. Now, it is a matter perfectly 
understood in both the national parties 
that the g. o. p. is not satisfied with the 
c implex ion of the 
Lower 
House 
in the National Legislature. The 
majority 
is 
too 
utterly 
small 
to allow of much “funny business.” It 
would be most desirable to enlarge that 
majority to the number of an easy work­ 
ing one. Therefore it was alleged that 
there had been fraud committed of 
which Clnnie was the beneficiary, not 
only in the polling of the vote and the 
first counting of it, but that even the 
■econd coant was not fairly made. 
Clunie is nothing if not fair. He at 
once, and on the solicitation of Mr. 
Phelps and his friends, entered with an 
agreement to stand a third count of the 
Totes, the express stipulation being 
made by his opponent that this 
result 
was 
to 
be 
accepted as 
final, and that no appeal of any 
sort was to be made from it. The manipu­ 
lators of the party of all morals most as­ 
suredly thought that they would be able 
n some way to pare off a vote here and 
one there from the Democratic candidate, 
so as to bring the venerable and fossil- 
i«ed sage of San Mateo one or two votes 
ahead. But no sort of finesse was suf­ 
ficient to accomplish the desired result. 
In spite of all the chicanery practicable, 
Clunie still came in a winner by the 
amount of nine votes. In vie w of the 
compact between the two principals 
to this 
interesting 
contest, 
the 
public were led to believe that 
here was an end to it. But this is not 
to be. That ancient humbug of the Red­ 
wood flats is not to be disposed of so 
easily. Where the only bond to hold 
him by is his own word, the security is 
worth but little.

T h e NncS s f tk e H o u r. 
What Los Angeles needs just now is a 
liberal infusion of men with larger brains. 
With larger brains would come more 
faith .more courage, and more enterprise. 
That is all there is lacking to set all 
wheels moving as they moved a year ago. 
There is here the same soil as we have 
all been lauding to the skies for half a 
century, and there is the same skies as 
we have been setting forth as the bright­ 
est under the sun. Our soil is one whose 
productiveness has not an equal in any 
zone of the earth. There is hardly a 
crop that grows in any clime which does 
not flourish here. Not only one harvest 
a year blesses the labors of the granger, 
a progranAne which has to satisfy him in 
all other sections of tho country, but here 
there is not a month in the twelve when 
he fails to garner a crop, to market the 
products of his farm, and to bank the re­ 
sults of his sales. And we do not need 
a section of land, to plant part one month 
and part another. There are many crops 
which may be produced in regular suc­ 
cession here from the same acre of land. 
Indeed there are some which are peren­ 
nial in a practical sense, for as fast as 
one crop is gathered the eeed may be 
sown for another in the very same bit of 
land. Nor is this all. Not only may the 
farmer reap crop after crop from the 
same field in the same year, but our 
soils produce crops whose returns 
are larger in a money value far 
an acre than may be gathered 
from ten acres elsewhere. It is not 
necessary to go into details as to these 
matters. They are all perfectly under­ 
stood. It is too late in the day to tell 
intelligent people that a dozen sorts of 
garden vegetables grow month after 
month here and mature every day in the 
year. It is well enough established that 
strawberries yield fruit at all seasons. 
So it is that potatoes, cabbage and other 
of the commoner sorts of vegetables yield 
two or three crops a year. Who has 
not heard that our alfalfa meadows 
are mowed 
six or eight times 
a year? Ab little need is there to 
discuss the results of farming in a money 
measure. These same alfalfa meadows 
pay as much as the gross 6um of $150 a 
year. Potatoes sell here right along for 
75 cents to $1 and $1.50 per hundred 
weight. The practical farmer knows 
what three crops a year at these rates 
mean. The orange groves of Los An­ 
geles pay $400, $500 and even larger 
sums per acre year in and year 
out. Walnuts pay almost as large reve­ 
nues, and prunes pay quite as large. 
Fig culture is in its infancy, but it will 
be one of the most profitable of all our 
industries. 
Then there is the climate. Ilere are 
skies far brighter than those which bend 
over the Riviera of Italy. Here are 
winter da?s milder than those of Naples, 
balmier than those of any part of viue- 
clad Greece. Our gardens these Febru­ 
ary days are gay with roses, pinks, helio- 
rope and callas. The hedges of the 
country are bright with masses of the 
tenderest geraniums. In our surf at the 
shore even little children eDjoy a plunge 
all through the winter, when the sea is 
as warm as in mid-August. As for 
health, there is almost an al^oluto as­ 
surance of it in the fresh breezes, so 
gentle and pure, that come from over the 
unpolluted expanses of the Pacific’s tepid 
seas. The diseases that flesh is heir to 
in all other lands are either unknown 
here, or they are of such rare occurrence 
and of so mild a type as to cause no 
alarm, because the 
fatality from 
them 
is almost nil. 
In these 
balmy airs, beneath these smiling 
skies, life is a continual inspiration 
and benediction. There is here no such 
thing as a struggle for life because of the 
severity of the weather in respect of 
either beat or cold. Nor is there a strug­ 
gle for bread to sustain life because of the 
barrenness of the land. 
Such are the conditions that surround 
this section. Is any so blind that he 
does not see that these fertile valleys 
will be all filled rapidly with a most 
highly prosperous and consequently 
satisfied 
population? Is 
any 
so 
stupid 
as 
to 
doubt 
that 
the 
affuent, whether ill or well, will flock 
here in myriads to enjoy the beauty of 
this landscape, the fragrance of our 
winter flowers, the comfort of perfect 
days the health that comes from mild 
days and airs from the ocean’s purifying 
laboratory ? 
It is nonsense to say there is no money 
here. The banks are full of coin. The 
accounts of the depositors run up into 
the millions and tens of millions. But 
this money is in the hands of timid and 
shortsighted people. Here are these broad 
plains lying untilled and unproductive. 
Here is the richest section in the Union 
importing the products of our own soil. 
We are enriching the farmers of the fro­ 
zen plains of Kansas, and of the wind­ 
swept prairies of Nebraska with coin paid 
for commodities that we can distance 
them tenfold in producing. Snrely to 
the people of this section the words of the 
competitor of C»‘»ar may well be applied: 
It Is not In our stars 
Put in ourselves, that we are underlings. 
Had we but the wisdom, the enter­ 
prise and the economy of other commun­ 
ities, dull times would not trouble us, 
If we could only see the riches that lie 
around us we woijld seize on them. If 
we had faith in our opportunities equal 
to their merits the busy hum of industry 
would not have died out in the most 
phenomenally remunerative section of 
the United States. Here is the money, 
here is the field in which to use it and 
reap a usufruct of a 
hundred 
per cent, but we cannot see it, or 
lack the pluck to risk a stake on our own 
judgment, or on the section of our own 
choice. The country needs new blood. 
It needs men of larger ideas, of more 
push, energy and faith. They will come 
and cheat most of us of our possibilities.

The peuding question was the amend­ 
ment to increase the clerical force 
of the Civil Service Commission. 
A long 
and 
unintereoting 
dis­ 
cussion, which 
turned 
principally 
upon the derelictions of tho Post­ 
office Department, was carried on by 
Cockrell, Teller, Vest and Stewart. 
Then Daniels attacked the Civil Service 
system itself, as being un-American, un­ 
Republican, and un-Democratic. While 
he regretted the defeat of the present 
administration, he felt there would be 
some consolation in it if the incom­ 
ing administration 
should 
mani­ 
fest no affection for the 
mod­ 
ern machine system of appointments. 
He hoped it would lead the Government 
hack to the old principle in which the 
people were recognized as having a right 
to share in the people’s offices. If the 
Republican party would go about it 
sincerely and help to rid the country of 
that humbug, he would pledge them at 
least one democratic vote to assist them 
in doing it. 
He longed to see the time 
when a plain American citizen might 
feel there was not a bar to any office 
under the Government of which he was 
worthy, and he hoped the new adminis­ 
tration gnd its advisers would find some 
way of amending the system, as as to 
throw open the doors to all applicants, 
although they might be subjected when 
necessary to proper examination. 
THE HOUSE. 
W ashington, February «.—Consider­ 
ation of the conference report on the 
Nicaraguan Canal bill was resumed, it 
being agreed that the debate should be 
closed at 3 o’clock. 
Nelson, of Minnesota, opposed the con­ 
ference report. Chipmau, of Michigan, 
said he favored the bill as it came from 
the Senate. He had not favored it as it 
passed the House, the amendments 
which had been placed upon it having 
served to emasculate it. They had been 
incorporated on the idea that the United 
States should be free from entangling 
alliances, and that it should isolate it­ 
self. The day for isolation had passed. 
Voices from all parts of the world were 
warning the United States of this; voices 
from the Isthmus, from Canada, from 
Samoa, and from wherever foreign 
nations had planted their flags. The at­ 
tempt to make it impracticable for 
American enterprise to place itself in 
foreign countries was too late, we are 
carrying the flag into that region of Cen­ 
tral America. We are carrying it with 
the endorsement of this Government. 
We have put ourselves where, though 
we may not be pecuniarily liable, we 
shall be morally responsible for the 
safety and protection of great American 
enterprises, which will help to spread our 
country over the world. I, for one, 
hope that this step is only the prelude to 
the day when, the nation will follow and 
we, as a people, will plant oar feet on 
those regions, and when our flag shall 
wave over tho Rate of Nicaragua as a 
State of tho United States of America. 
[Applause.] 
Dinglev, Maine, favored the report. 
O’Neill, Missouri, said he was in receipt 
of many telegrams from prominent men 
in St. Lonis in favor of the bill. He 
said it was not a case of extreme sensi­ 
tiveness concerning bondholders. The 
trouble with the American people was 
lack of self-assertion. They were con­ 
tinually quibbling, afraid to do this or 
that on account of the cousequences. 
Tiie greatest nation on earth should be 
the first to lead in giant enterprises, and 
conservative, moss- back statesmen need 
not be alarmed. 
Scott, of Pennsylvania, said the gentle­ 
man from Alabama (Cobb) had supple­ 
mented his constitutional argument by 
an expression of the interest he took in 
the lambs of Europe, and of his fear that 
Congress might do something by which 
those lambs would be inveigled into in­ 
vestment and lose their money. If the 
lambs of Europe, as represented by the 
Rothschilds, the Baring9, and other great 
banking houses, were not able to take 
care of themselves and lookout for their 
own investments, he did not think the 
Congress of the United States coaid help 
them. 
Clerdy, of Missouri, closed the debate 
in snpport of the conference report, and 
it was agreed to; yeas 177, nays 60. 
Dingley, Maine, from the Committee 
on Merchant Marine and Fisheries, re­ 
ported a resolution calling on the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury for information as to 
what orders were given to the com­ 
mander of the United States revenue 
cutter Rush in regard to the protection of 
the seal fisheries in Behring’s Rea in the 
spring and summer of 1888, and whether 
such instructions differed from those 
given to the commander in the spring 
and summer of 1887, and if so what 
reasons existed for any material change 
in such instructions. Adopted. The 
House then took recess. 
At the evening seEBion, Peel, Arkanas, 
called up the House bill to divide a por­ 
tion of the reservation of the Sioux In­ 
dians in Dakota into separate reserva­ 
tions, and secure relinquishment of the 
title to the remaiuder.

“The prcoant proceedings,” he 
said, “are a fitting supplement to count­ 
less private expressions of sympathy ex­ 
pressed for California in her sorrow. In 
our free society the man is great who 
does his duty with clean hands. 
Washington Bartlett was such a man.” 
The speaker then referred to the late 
Governor’s, early life. Following the 
intelligent habits of his ancestors, he 
early devised ways cf self-support. Gov­ 
ernor Bartlett was the owner of a news­ 
paper in Florida before he was bearded, 
and at tho age of 22 was elected State 
Printer of Florida. He then came to 
California and brought his newspaper 
with him, which he reestablished in the 
new country. The familiar history of 
Washington Bartlett’s political career up 
to his election as Governor and subse­ 
quent demise was referred to in detail. 
His success was attributed to his fidelity 
to the people. He resorted to no trick 
to catch the popular vote. The address 
was ordered spread upon the journals of 
both Houses. Chaplain Early delivered 
the benediction and an adjournment was 
taken.

Dreadful Sufferings of 
Schooner’s Crew. 


RESCUED IN THE NICK OK TIME. 


Cowardice of the Captain of a. Life 
Saving Station—A Curious Co­ 
incidence of Death. 


IAssociated Press Dispatches to the H krald. 
N e w Y o r k, February G.—The Bchooner 
James E. Kelsey, Captain J. Wheatton 
Jr., arrived in this port from Wilming­ 
ton, N. C., having on board the second 
mate, John Christman, and two seamen 
the sole survivors of the crew of the 
schooner Allie R. Chester, hailing from 
New York, which had become disabled 
during a gale encountered on u trip from 
Charleston to Barron Island with phos­ 
phates, and struck on the outer edge of 
the Diamond Reef, fifteen miles south 
east of Cape Hatteras, January 20th 
Captain Ingersoll of the Chester, First 
Mate Weele, the cook and two seamen 
were drowned. The survivors were forty- 
seven hours lashed to a stump of 
the mizzen mast before they were 
discovered by Captain Wheatton of 
the schooner Kelsey. Their rescue was 
accomplished with great difficulty. 
Twenty-four hours before they wore res­ 
cued they sighted a life-boat putting out 
from shore toward them, but it returned 
without coming Dear. Captain Daly, of 
the life-saving station, claims that he 
put out toward the wreck, but, seeing no 
signs of life on board, returned, not car­ 
ing to risk his beat and crew for nothing. 
Daly has since resigned, however. A 
coincidence in connection with this story 
is the fact that it was discovered to-day 
that at the very time when Captain Iu- 
gersoll was spendiug his last moments 
lashed to the rigging of his vessel, his 
wife was dying of consumption at \Vood- 
munkville, N. J.

Kaldoon says he sailed from 
New York on the morning of the 4th ou 
the schooner J. F. Kearues, Captain 
McDonald, for South Africa. 
Before 
sailing, and after the voyage began, the 
crew were treated most atrociously by 
the captaiu and mate, and resolved to 
make a raft from some planking and logs 
on deck and desert at night. 
Finding 
they could not make a raft large enough 
to hold all four of the Bailors they drew 
lots to see which two should escape. 
Kaldoon and “ Bill” won the prize and 
launched the raft at II o’clock last night. 
They expected to make shore, but the 
wind shifted and carried them out in the 
middle of the Sound. A heavy sleet 
storm prevailed, and they were washed 
overboard. At 8:30 o'clock this morn­ 
ing the Old Colonv picked them up. 
Restoratives were used, and the half­ 
frozen men were rolled in hot blankets 
and rubbed. “Bill” was beyond human 
aid. He gasped a few times and then 
died. Kaldoon is getting along well. 
Captain llammond says the men were 
encased in ice when rescued, and he had 
no idea of saving the lives of either of 
them.

Alexander Sullivan Shows Him Up 
and F latly Contradicts 
His Testim ony.

C hicago, February G.—Alexander Sul­ 
livan, ex-President of the Irish National 
League of America, speaking to-day in 
regard of the statements made about 
him by Dr. Le Caron before the Parnell 
Commission in London yesterday, said 
he knew Le Caron very slightly. The 
latter had represented himself to Sul­ 
livan as a Frenchman with an Irish 
wife and most ardent Irish sympathies. 
He claimed to have served in the Union 
army and afterwards iu the Fenian 
organization. 
Mr. Sullivan believed 
there was not a particle of foundation for 
Le Caron’s statements about Parnell’s 
expressions of sympathy with any 
method, except open 
public agita­ 
tion, to aid Ireland. 
The whole 
story was another desperate effort 
to give some color or excuse for continu­ 
ing the case against Parnell. The Even­ 
ing News declares Le Caron served in 
the Union Army during the war, and in­ 
timates that both then and during his 
connection with the Fenians he acted as 
a spy for the British Government. He 
had an office in this city on La Salle 
avenue, but left for Europe’ about Christ­ 
mas.

The proclamation further expresses the 
heartfelt thanks of the Kmperor and 
Empress and their sorely stricken daugh­ 
ter-in-law for the sympathy accorded 
them, and concludes by asking God’s 
help in the future, and the co-operation 
of the Austrian subjects with their ruler, 
to secure the welfare of the fatherland.

L ondon, February G.—The British bark 
Largo Bay, bound for Auckland, was 
towed to Spithead to-day in a sinking 
condition. She reports that on Mouday 
night last she was in coiiisiou with an 
unknown four-masted steamer off Beacliy 
Head, and that the steamer was sunk 
with all on board.

preeent at the session of the Commission 
to day. 
He held a lively conversation 
with Michael Davitt. Beach, who is also 
known as Le Caron, continued his evi­ 
dence. 
He 
detailed 
a conversation 
which he had with Alexander Sullivan 
in June, 1881, regarding a proposed al­ 
liance of the different Irish organizations, 
in which Sullivan said that no radical 
change could be effected until they had 
a change of representatives on this side 
of the water, which would be very soon. 
Sullivan, referring to a visit to Ireland, 
which he contemplated making, said he 
could not think of allowing Parnell to 
pay his expenses, as doing so would 
place Parnell in a false position. 
Sulli­ 
v an bitterly opposed che discussion of this 
m atter in open convention on the ground 
th a t it would leak out and compromise 
the Parnellite party. 
W itness said John O’Connor, an agent 
employed for carrying arm s to Ireland, 
attended a convention as a representa­ 
tive of the Supreme Council of the Irish 
Republican Brotherhood. 
The court overruled an objection in be­ 
half of Parnell that this evidence was ir­ 
relevant. 
W itness said he saw Lomasney two 
days before Lomasney left America for 
th e purpose of carrying out tbe plan ol 
campaign by explosives. 
Lomasney 
never returned, and the organization has 
ever since supported his family and fa­ 
ther. W itness believed Lomasney and 
his brother Michael perished in the Lon­ 
don Bridge explosion. 
Witness continued the testim ony, tell­ 
ing of his attendance at the Chicago con­ 
vention in January, 1882. 
He told of its 
organization, 
workings, 
etc.

trance created a sensation. The witness 
looked Bteidily at Parnell several miuu- 
utes.

Witness said Alexander Snllivan, of 
Chicago, once President of the Land 
League, 
went to England in 
1882 
and remained 
two 
months. 
After 
his return witness conversed with Sul­ 
livan about plans for future warfare 
against England. 
Witness said Sullivan 
told him that in futnre men would be 
chosen to do the work who did not exceed 
orders like GallHgher, who gave himself 
away, enabling Jim McDermott to get 
information. 
Suiiivan said they would 
continne to send m en to England to 
carry on an active dynamite war. 
Wit- 
0633 further said, th at in a circular, is­ 
sued in 1883, every branch of the organi­ 
zation was com manded to endeavor to 
perfect itself in some particular branch of 
warfare. 
An open convention of tbe 
League m et in Philadelphia, April 16, 
1883. 
W itness attended as delegate of 
th e Braid wood, 111., camp. Ho also rep­ 
resented the League. 
Egan did not at­ 
tend the secret meetings, but he request­ 
ed witness to inform him of all the de­ 
tails 
of 
the 
discussions, and de­ 
clared 
th at 
the 
programme 
was 
satisfactory to all Nationalists. Chief 
Justice H anneh asked what he meant 
by “ program me,” and witness replied 
th at it m eant a united programme for 
the future. 
W itness said he saw Eagan 
constantly during the convention. After 
the convention the Land League became 
the National League, of which Sullivan 
was President. 
Thomas Brennan at­ 
tended secret meetings which it would 
have been impossible for him to have at­ 
tended unless he had been a member of 
the “ L R .

end $12,903 sent to Parnell. 
He alBo 
quoted from a cable diBpatch sent by 
Parnell to Mooney April 26, 1883. 
In 
this dispatch Parnell asks Mooney to 
present his, (Parnell’s) “ views to the con­ 
vention and advise the delegates to 
frame a platform that wi'1 enable the 
Nationalists to continue to accept Amer­ 
ican assistance, while avoiding offering 
England a pretext for the suppression of 
the Nationalist mt.vement, which he 
says is the only means for preserving the 
unity of the Irish movement in Ireland 
and America. 
He expressed himself as 
perfectly confident th at the Irish cause 
will continue to advance by the exercise 
of prudence, moderation and firm ness. 
Witness, resum ing his testimony, said 
th at the circular issued September 6, 
1883, said that the executive was unable 
to see its way to arm ed insurrection until 
England should become involved in war. 
In the meantim e, a secret war would be 
carried on. 
All informers, the circular 
said, were foredoomed. 
W hile in Mil­ 
waukee, Sullivan said to him that the 
operations were entirely in the hands of 
the revolutionary directory of their own 
organization, but there had been some 
lack of courage shown, and the directory 
had found it impossible to get men 
from the home organization to do tbe 
work. Sullivan said th at in future every­ 
one chosen should be without family and 
be an old and tried member. Before 
departing on an expedition every man 
wonld be instructed in the use and m an­ 
agement of explosives. At the end of 
1883 there was a split in the organiza­ 
tion, the seceders retaining the old name, 
while the others, under Sullivan’s lead­ 
ership, founded a new organization enti­ 
tled “ U. S.” The executive was re­ 
duced to three members, their badge 
being a triangle. 
Witness and a major­ 
ity of the members of his camp joined 
the “ Ü. 8.”

C hicago, February 6.—The Tribune re ­ 
cently sent a reporter to Victoria, B. C., 
and this morning devotes an entire page 
to his report of the condition of affairs 
there.

I t declares the United States is cheated 
out of millions every year by organized 
bands of opiam smugglers; that many 
federal enstoms officials on the border 
are corrupted by rhem , while others are 
so stupid as to be useless. 
The correspondent further declares 
that tbe laws against Chinese im m igra­ 
tion are flagrantly violated under tbe 
very nose of Federal officials. Chinese 
women in herds are smuggled across the 
border and sold into slavery in the 
U nited States.

C h i c a g o , February 6.—A special from 
M inneapolis says: Tne efforts of F. H. 
Peavey & Co., of this city, to m eet the 
wants of the great wheat-growing sec­ 
tions of W estern Montana and W ashing­ 
ton Territory, have come to a head in 
the incorporation of the Pacific Coast E l­ 
evator Company. 
A terminal elevator, 
with a capacity of 750,000 bushels, is to 
be built at once at Portland, and a score 
or more of country houses all along the 
line of the Oregon Railway and Naviga­ 
tion Company's road, each with a capac­ 
ity of 25,000 to 75.000 bushels. 
I t is planned to have everything in 
rnnning order by August, when the firm 
will commence exporting. 
All shipm ents will be made in sacks to 
Liverpool, via Cape Horn.

territories.
